A General Slump From Previous Republican Votes 
and a Corresponding Gain for 
the Democrats. 


NEBRASKA WENT SAFELY FOR FUSION. 


Kentucky, Virginia and Maryland Are Democratic, While 


‘Republican Majorities in 


Iowa and Massachusetts 


Have Been Greatly Reduced. 


The elections hefd on Tuesday resulted in what is practically a Democratic 
landslide. After the large McKinley majorities of last year the figures are sur- 


prising even to the Democrats. 


Kentucky, which in 1895 and 1896 went Republican, has fallen in line again 
with Democracy by a majority estimated at over 15,000. 
Maryland is safely Democratic and Senator Gorman will be re-elected United 


States Senator. 


Virginia went overwhelmingly Democratic, both on the State and legislative 
tickets. Senator John W. Daniel will easily succeed himself. The majority in that 


State is easily over 5,000. 


Nebraska, after one of the hardest contests on reccd in that State, has elected 
the fusion ticket by a majority placed at 11,000. 
While Iowa's vote shows Republican success the Democratic gain was dis- 


tinct and significant. 


The net gain is estimated at 40,000. 


In Massachusetts there was a striking slump in the Republican vote—the plu- 
rality of Gov. Wolcott of last year, 158,300, being reduced to about 90,000.

LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 3.—Additional pre- 
cinct returns from the State to-day did not 
change the figures given last night, indi- 
cating a fusion plurality exceeding that of 
1896, which was about 11,000. At fusion head- 
quarters the same claim as ITast night of 
a plurality of from 20,000 to 2,000 was main- 
tained. Secretary Sizer of the Republican 
committee would not concede this, or even 
admit defeat. Many of the leading Repub- 
lican workers, however, accepted the re- 
turns at hand as a certain Indication of the 
defeat of Post (Rep.) for Supreme Judge 
and the balance of the State ticket. 

A seeming inconsistency in figures sent 
out from Lincoln and those from elsewhere 
in the State is explained by the wuifference 
in comparisons made. Gov. Holcomb last 
year rar Car ahead of,kis ticket.

CARD FROM MR. BRYAN. 


He Sees Encouragement for Silver in 
the Result. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 3.—Mr. Bryan to- 
Gay gave the following’ statement to the 
Associated Press: 

The returns are so incomplete that ft {s 
impossible to discuss yesterday’s election in 
detail, The Republicans everywhere in- 
dorsed the Repubi'can Administration, and 
in view of losses sustained by them in al- 
most every State, it would seem that the 
Republican policies are not being indorsed 
at the polis. The sentiment in favor of the 
Chicago platform shows a healthy growth 
throughout the country.’ Perhaps our oppo- 
nents will now admit that silver fs not 
dead. The attempt to secure international! 
bimetallism has proved a failure, and it 
is now more apparent than ever that the 
people of the United States must legislate 
for themselves on, the financial question. 
Free and unlimited coinage at 16 to 1 is 
nearer now than it was a year ago. High 
tariff upon a gold basis has disappointed 
those Republicans who looked to it for re- 
lief. Taken as a whtle, the returns are very 
encouraging. I think I voice the sentiments 
of Democrats, Populists and silver Repub- 
iicans when I say that the fight will be

continued with even more earnestness until 
the gold monopoly is broken and the money 
trust is overthrown.

GORMAN HAS WON. 


The Maryland Legislature Will Have 
Five Democratic Majority. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 8.—With sem{- 
official returns from all the counties in 
the State except St. Mary’s and Calvert 
and fairly good estimates from there, the 
Democrats appear to have elected enough 
members to the next Wegislature to give 
them a majority of five on jaint ballot and 
to Insure them #H United States Senator to 
succeed Senator Gorman. ‘Official returns 
may be necessary to decide the position of 
some of the counties, and these may alter 
the result, but from the best obtainable 
figures at this time the Democrats appear 
to have a total of 61 legislative votes while 
the Republicans have 66. The State Senate 
will be Republican by a probable majority 
of four, while the Democrats appear to 
have captured the Lower House by a ma- 
jority of nine, 

In the lower house the delegations from 
the various counties will probably stand as 
follows: 

Democrats—Baltimore County, 6; Hart- 
ford, 4; Howard, 3; Cecil, 3; Kent, 2; Cal- 
vert, 2; Queen Anne, 8; Dorchester, 3; 
Worcester, 8; Wicomive, 3; Washington, 4; 
Talbot, 3; Montgomery, 1; Prince Georges, 
3; Anne Arundel, 4; Carroll, 3. Total, 0. 

Republicans—Allegheny, 5; Garrett, 2; Bal- 
timore City, 18; Frederick, 5; Charles, 2; 
Carroll, 1; Somerset, 3; Montgomery, 1; St. 
Mary's, 2; Caroline, 2.. Total, 4 

Elections for State Senator were held in 
fourteen counties, twe!ve having held over 
from last year. Of these nine are Repub- 
licans and the latter appear to have elected 
their candidaies in Garrett, Ailegheny 
Charles, Hartford, Baltimore City, Secon 
Legisiative District St. Mary’s and Caroline 
Qounties, giving them a total of sixteen as

COLUMBUS, 0O., Nov. 3, 2 p. m.—This af- 
ternoon the Democratic State Committee no 
longer claims the election of their State 
ticket, but announce that their majority in 
the Legislature on joint ballot will not be 
less than six, and may possibly be nine, as 
predicted earlier in the day by Chairman 
McConville. Chairman Nash this afternoon 
states that the Republican plurality on the 
State ticket will be from 12,000 to 15,000 and 
that the Republicans wil have at least 
three majority,in the Legislature on joint 
ballot for Senator. Among the doubtful 
ones has been Delaware County, which re- 
ported this afternoon the election of the 
Republican representatives by twenty-six 
plurality. Chairman Nash. announced that, 
the Legislature would stand 75 Republicans 
and 70 Democrats. 

The Evening Dispatch (Independent), 
which has advices from all close counties 
to-day, has a special confirming the election 
of the Republican Representative in Dela- 
ware County, and it has changed its tables 
so as to give the Republicans a majority 
over all of two on joint ballot in the Legis- 
lature, and making that body stand sey- 
enty-four Republicans and seventy-one Dem- 
ocrats. The Republicans claim the House 
stands fifty-eight to fifty-one.

The Enquirer and Tribune Each An- 
nounce the Success of Its Candidates. 


CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 8.—The Enquirer 
(Dem.) does not concede the election of 
either Bushnell or the Republican Legis- 
lature. It charges manipulation of the re- 
turns by the Republicans for the purpose 
of assisting in what it calls ‘“‘dirty work” 
in close counties. Its claim for the Legis- 
lature being Democratic is based on the 
election of the Democratic representatives 
in Lucas County (Toledo) afid on the elec- 
tion of nine of the twelve in Cuyahoga.

Richard Croker was at Tammany Hall un- 
til the result was known. In the‘Hall a 
wildly rushing crowd was packed and the 
streets outside were almost impassable. 
Every one had a horn in his mouth and sev- 
eral beneath his “belt. Croker spoke. He 
declared the result a victory for self-gov- 
ernment and death to puritanical laws. 

Croker came to the Hall with Nathan 
Strauss. He was escorted to the stage amid 
cheers and boisterous yells. 

While hats were waving in the air and 
men and women cried: ‘Croker! Croker! 
Croker!’’ he stood at the edge of the plat- 
form, and, stooping over, was shaken by 
the hand by those men who crowded and 
pushed until they were pinioned between 
the mass of humanity behind them and the 
raised stage. He spoke briefly. Men 
cfyowded and pushed and yelled until they 
were red in the face. The women who sat 
in the boxes were on their feet, waving 
both hands. 

Mr. Croker turned and pushed his way 
through the crowded platform and reached 
the front of the hall by a rear hallway 
and circuitous stairways. Mr. Strauss fol- 
lowed and as they reached the main hall- 
way near the front door they met a crowd 


2} that rushed down the public: stairs from 


the meeting room. 

The impetus of the crowd carried Mr. 
Croker and Mr. Strauss down the steps 
to the sidewalk. They were pushed toward 
a hansom that was in waiting and driven 
away. 

During this scene John C. Sheehan was 
in the committee room on the first floor of 
Tammany’s wigwam receiving returns and 
congratulations, 

It is natural that one should fall to ex- 
plaining and apologizing for the work done 
yesterday by the voters of New York. It 
is humillating to many, but not so to the 


233,752 persons who voted the Tammany 
ticket. They constituted almost a ma- 
jority of those who voted, as. 2,838 they 


numbered, All were not saloon-keepers, 
bums, political thieves. There were honest 
men who gave Tammany votes. ‘To Hell 
With Reform" seems to have been a 
mighty slogan, and in a phrase explains the 
motive that prompted the vote. 

There are many kinds of reform. New 
Yorkers were disgusted mith its home va- 
riety. That twas 'why they went back to 
Tammany. There was some trading with 
Platt men, but few wotes were so manip- 
ulated. It was purely a slap at the reform 
of Mayor Strong and his late Police Com- 
missioner Roosevelt. 

The Raines excise law was a mighty fac- 
tor, too, in bringing out a big Tammany 
vote. New Yorkers must have their beer 
and don’t eare for it at 10 cents a glass 
with a sandwich thrown in on Sunday. 

The amazing methods of the reform police 
during Mayor Strong’s administration have 
passed all excuse. Most of them were nar- 
row, puritanical and idiotic. Innocent Wo- 
men were hounded by policemen and ar- 
rested on cooked-up charges of soliciting 
so often that the Police Magistrates would 
hardly believe the policemen on oath. For- 
mer Chief Conlin had the temerity to issue 
a code of etiquette for women who must 
walk in the streets. One clause was that 
under no circumstances should they ask 
a question of a man. If a wife wanted the 
time or a direction she ‘was told to con- 
tinue her journey until she met a woman 
and ask her. Other like impudence and in- 
tolerance characterized the police methods, 
Then came the Raines law. The result was 
owe revolution and Tammany’s vic- 
ory.

DARING DEED AT LITCHFIELD. 


THE MEN WERE MASKED AND 
THREATENED TO KILL ALL 
WHO RESISTED. 


GOT MONEY AND ONE WATCH. 


The Bandits Were in a Hurry and 
Didn’t Stop to Search Passen- 
gers, Many of Whom Con- ; 
cealed Their Valuables. 


Railroad received a telegram late Tuesday 
night from the company’s agent at Litch- 
field, Ill., reporting a remarkable hold-up 
of passengers. 

Train No. 2, known as the New York ves- 
tibule limited, which left St. Louis at 8:10, 
reached that place at 9:48 Tuesday night. As 
it was pulling out, two men with black 
masks over their faces, jumped on the front 
end of the chair car. 

Before the train was‘ well under way 
thev threw the door open, walked into 
the car. and drawing revolvers pointed 
them in the faces of the passengers, 

“We want your money and valuables,” 
one of them said, “and we don’t want any 
foolishness, The first one that resists will 
be shot dead.”’ 

There were fewer passengers than usual 
in the car, most of them women. 

The robbers passed from seat to seat. 
The passengers handed over their money. 
No attempt was made to search any of 
them. Only one watch was obtained. As 
s00n as the men entered e car. several 
succeeded in dropping their timepieces un- 
der the seats without being seen. The men 
were in such a hurry that they simply 
took, what was handed them. 

Besides the watch they got about $80. 

When they reached the last seat one of 
them pulled the bell cord, and as the train 
Slackened speed they escaped from the plat- 
form. The train was still inside the city 
limits. *The two men ran east on Third 
street, tearing their masks off as they went 
and disappeared in the darkness. 

.The job was done so quickly that none 
of the train crew knew.of the hold-up until 
the robbers were gone, 

The train was backed to the station and 
the local authorities notified. They insti- 
tuted search at once but discovered no trace 
of the robbers. 

Manager Ramsey dispatched Detective 
McClure of the road’s secret service to 
Litchfield on the first train out Wednesday 
morning. McClure and Chief: of Police 
Felt of Litchfleld are investigating the rob- 
bery. 

Earlier in the evening E. T. Jarvis, a 
farmer of Reno, was held up on the Wabash 
tracks, south of the Litchfield depot, and 
robbed of $7 by two masked men. They are 
believed to be those who held up the train. 

From Jarvis and the passengers good de- 
scriptions of the men have been obtained, 
and the officials of the road are confident 
that the bold robbers will be captured,

St. Louis pays $74.95 per year for are 
lights and from $17.50 to $26 for incandescent 
lights. There are about 2,400 are lights, 
The total cost* of lighting is a little over 
200,000. Bids for new lighting contracts 
have been advertised, but it is claimed that 
the ordinance under which this was done is 
in conflict with the charter. Meantime, 
what other cities are doing will be of in- 
terest. 


Of 397 cities electrically Nghted in forty- 
six States, 251 use 2,000 candle-power lamps, 
150 use 1,200 candle-power, two use 1,800 
candle-power, six use 1,600 candle-power, 
one uses 3,000 candle-power and one uses 
1,00 candle-power. The actual Iight- 
power of the so-called 2,000 candle-power 
lamps varies from 400 to 900 actual candle- 
power, 


Opposition to leasing the Philadelphia gas 
works {fs increasing. Prof. I. 8. Rowe says 
there has been no such mismanagement as 
the friends of leasing assert. The city has 
owned the works but ten years, during 
which it had to undo the results of former 
bad management. The price of gas has 
been reduced from $1.70 to $1 a thousand 
cubic feet, while the profits for 1896 were 
$302,988. If, as in New York, the city had 


to pay for gas consumed in public light- 
ing, the accounts would have shown a 


profit of $1,027,020.

John D. Johnson, son of Col. Richard M. 
Johnson, Assistant Prosecuting Attorney, 
and nephew of ex-Gov. Charles P. Johnson, 
Missourt’s most noted criminal lawyer, at- 
tempted suicide Tuesday night by swallow- 
ing 16 cents’ worth of morphine, 

The wayward scion of one of St. Louis’ 
Oldest and most respected families early 
abandoned his home for a life of dissipa- 
tion. Because of grief for the death of a 
coarse and vulgar woman of the town he 
gought to end his life. 

Sophia Diniske, known as Florence Reilly, 
who ended her life Monday night by swal- 
lowing carbolio acid, was the woman on 
whose account young Johnson sought a 
suicide’s grave.

Johnson always dressed well, and though 
he often drank to excess, and cast his lot 
among his social inferiors, his bearing was 
that of a gentleman and the girl was des- 
perately in love with him. His slightest at- 
tention flattered her, and she threw herself 
ih his way at every opportunity. He tired 
of her and when he told her he wanted to 
eee her no more she resorted to the usual 
method of women of her class—sought re- 
lief in death.

COMPLAINTS TO LABOR BUREAU 


Prosecution Soon to Be Inaugurated 
by the Circuit Attorney, Says 
the Labor Commissioner, 


The street railway companies of the city 
appear entirely confident of the unconstitu- 
tionality of the law requiring screens to be 
constructed on all cars for the comfort of 
the motormen. tleast they are unan-mous 
in disregard to it, even when confronted 
by heavy penalties, 

But it is certain they will all be prosecuted 
and a thorough test made of the law, though 
without much hope of success, since a cune- 
ning hand omitted the cable companies from 
the screen requirements, 

“The Labor Commissioner’s office,’’ said 
Clerk Anderson, ‘“‘has received a number of 
complaints from railroad working- 
men against the refusal of the roads to 
comply with the new enactment, 

‘Under the law creating and governing 
the Labor Commissioner's office, it is the 
duty of the Commissioner to bring to the 
attention of the authorities all complaints 
made on the part of labor, but otherwise 
he has no special connection with this new 
street railway law. We Were preparing to 
le with Assistant Circuit Attorney Eggers 
the complaints received by us, but learned 
meanwhile that Mr. Eggers had already 
taken hold of the matter and will proceed 
shortly ta make arrests, 

“The law provides that a failure on the 
part of any agent or officer af any street 
railroad company to furnish the screens 
for the comfort of motormen shall be held 
liable in the sum of from $25 to $100 a day 
for each car run without he screens during 
the months of November, December. Janu- 
ary. February and March. 
average penalty to each 
pany.of about $5,Q@0 a day. 
sum recovered is payable 
ing Attorney, to be retain 
own use and benefit. This was done in or- 
der to encourage the attorneys throughout 
the State tO more aggressive and persistent 
action in the event the corporations re- 
fused or neglected to comply with the re- 
auirements of the law. 

‘But the duty of the Labor Commissioner 
in the matter ends when he has called the 
attention of the prosecuting officers 
such neglect or refusal. Finding that Mr. 
Eggers already has official knowledge on 
that point, there is nothing left for the 
Labor Bureau to do, unless Mr. Ieggers 
should destre Mr. Rozelle to file information 
on which he might proceed 

I cannot give you the names of the street 
railroad companies from whose employes the 
complaints have arisen. That would be to 
inaugurate a search on the part of the 
comppnies for the complainants. We have 
the/names, and are prepared to move, If it 
sholld appear we have been misinformed as 
to the action of Mr. Eggers. 

‘The constitutionality of the law {fs not a 
quest.on to be determined by the Labor Ru- 
reau, nor by any of the prosecuting officers. 
That is a matter entirely for the courts, 
Still it Was a very neat trick on the part 
of-somebody to persuade the legislators to 
omit the cable companies from the opera- 
tion of the law, thus giving an excuse for 
an appeal on the ground of unconstitution- 
ality. It was done purposely, of course. and 
is another warning to legislators to observe 
more closely their proposed enactments for 
the benefit of labor. 

“The screen law is now in the session acts 
and it will be enforced until the courts in- 
tervene, if they ever do. The motormen 
may rest assured there will be no hesitancy 
on the part of this office in seeimg that the 
prosecution begun. The penalty is new 
running, and this week has produced suf- 
ficient evidence to warrant Mr, Eggers in 
taking immediate action.”

PROFANE WORDS UTTERED. 


Members So Violent That the Threat 
Was Made to Turn in a 
Riot Alarm, 


The House of Delegates heaped loads of 
disgrace on itself aga'n Tuesday night and 
added to its reputation as the most dis- 
orderly and unparliamentary body the c'ty 
has had. 

The scenes of disorder, vulgar and pro- 
fane epithets that flew across the chamber, 
equaled, if they did not surpass, those of 
the riot when Lloyd was deposed as Speaker 
and Lehmann elevated to the chair. 

The only reason there was not bloodshed 
seems to be because the members are more 
courageous with their tongues than with 
their fists. 

The cause of last night’s disorder was 
the North and South Railway bill that has 
been so prolific of scandal! in both branches 
of the Assembly. 

The measure was favorably reported by 
Chairman Helms of the Railroad Commit- 
tee, with several amendments, requiring 
the road to be completed in three years, 
vestibules for the cars in winter, and chang- 
ing the route in minor detalls. 

The row began when Bersch introduced 
petitions in which the signers claimed to 
represent $25,000,000 of property south of 
Market street and asked for the passage of 
the bill. Bersch wanted his petition printed, 
but the administration men, led by Lloyd, 
objected. The “solid seventeen’ voted 
against Lloyd’s motion. 

Then Bersch moved that the bill and 
amendments be passed to engrossment. 
Lloyd objected and wanted the bill printed 
so members could be advised ag to the 
amendments. 

Helms explained that the amendments had 
been framed to conform to the City Coun- 
selor’s opinion, 

Watson met Bersch’s motion to pass the 
bill to engrossment with a protest that he 
wished to file. The Speaker ruled him out 
of order and pandemonium broke ‘loose. 
Burke and Weeke came to Watson's aid. 


Gutke denounced Weeke, who blustered 
around as if he wanted to fight. Watson 
shouted: 

“If this bill ever receives the Mayor's 
signature I will go into court and have it 
nvalidated. I have got a right to proteas: 
in behalf of the people, and the Speaker of 
this House is not big’ enough to make me 
sit down.,”’ 

Weeke and Burke denounced the opposi- 
tion. Watson roared above the din: 

“Why don’t you expel me? I defy you 
to do it.’”’ 

‘“‘}oxpel me, too,’’ shouted Burke, and “Me, 
too,’’ shrieked Weeke. 

Delegate Pauley, who looks like a deacon, 
and is by far the most modest and gentle- 
manly member of the House, rose from his 
seat with both hands uplifted and appealed 
for order. 

“Gentlemen,” he deprecatingly ex- 
claimed, “‘this is awful. It is a disgrace to 
St. Louls and I beg of you tn the name of 
common decency to desist.’’ 

‘Nobody can preserve order,”’ loudly de- 
clared the Speaker, ‘‘with such a lot of un- 
tamed Indians as these to contend with.” 

Delegate Judy suggested that the riot 
alarm be sounded and the police called in. 
This had a quieting effect for a moment, 
then Weeke went on another tantrum, 

“I will fine you $25,"" said the Speaker, 
pointing hie finger at Weeke. 

“Oh! you will, fa! ha! ha!” retorted the 
uncontrollable member from the Sixteenth 
Ward. “Make it $100. Yes, $1,000, while you 
are at it.’”’ 

Finally Lloyd got the speaker’s ear and 
renewed his motion to print the bill, but 
Watson broke in again with his protest. 

Lloyd’s motion was promptly carried. It 
was some time before the SpesKker could be 
convinced that Lioyd’s motion precluded 
further consiceretion of the bilk, but he 
tumbled to the point finally. 

During the roll call Watsoa and Wander 
engaged in a quarrel, in which they threat- 
ened to smash eacn other's jaws. 

The House adopted a resolution Intro 
duced by Mr. Debrodt, asking the Boar 
of Public Improvements to draft an or- 
dinance authorizing the purchase of seven 
acres of land in the central part of the 
city, on which shall be established one or 
more eettling basins-for the city water sup- 
ly. 

; Mr. Debrodt had no comments to make 
on his resolution, but Mr. Pauley strenu- 
ously objected to {it as unnecessary. 

The Forest Park Scenic Railway bili 
assed its second reading without objection. 

The bill requiring hucksters and hawkers 
to pay license was reconsidered and referred 
back to the Committee on Legislation. A 
similar motion for the bill compelling in- 
telligence offices to pay licenses was de- 
feated, 

The Council Tuesday evening finally 
passed the bill creating the office of 7 hird 
Assistant City Counselor at a salary of $3,000 
a year. The only votes against it were those 
of Ives, Wiggins and Horton. 

This means that either Carl Ungar or Eu- 
gene McQuillen will soon have a fat office. 

There were five votes agaaénst the bill ap- 
propriating $6,000 for the revision of the 
city ordinances, $3,500 of which is to go to 
the attorney appointed by the Mayor to do 
the work
